Attn, invited to EGLA-W*97 wherein C- LJ states that 
General FOEBTSCH told liim "he had a line to Gmppe C J Tou are 
aware of OHLHIECHT's activities and ties (see previous dispatches) and 
know that OHLBRECHT knew HOHHft since both are or were associated 

Our initial conclusion is that 
info cited in above newspaper article comes from HOHHl, based on what 
he heard from OHLBRECHT. It seems that oniythe Gehlen organization 
refers to is a* such since the term in otherwise completely unknown. 

We surmise that OHLERECHT coined the phrase and that it was adopted by 
his superiors. 

EGBA-7851, 25 Sept. 1953, states subject, former security specialist for
